LLIAMS BAY, Wis., April 26.

lieves the book was stolen, for the

Jurors Give Bonds. 

The three jurors were released 
on bond, one last evening and two 
this morning. One of them said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“IT am astounded at this arrest. 
I served seven days last May on 
that Richards jury, and I nearly 
went crazy. 

“From our first deliberation, we 
stood 11 to 1 for acquittal of Rich- 
ards. One held out, but he was 
finally won over. It was a case 
of getting home, for him and the 
rest of us, and we were in a state 
of mind over being kept so long, 
not over the case itself. 

“T don’t know a thing about any 
bribery or attempted bribery. I 
did not know until last night that 
the first jury which tried Richards, 
and which was discharged after dis- 
agreeing, stood 11 to 1, just as we 
did. 

“Here I am, thrown in a cell, and 
with no sleep all night, and I don’t 
know of anything wrong about the 
Richards case.” 

Another Denies Wrongdoing. 

Another of the arrested men said: 

“The Richards jury was the first 
I ever seryed on, and I’m mighty 
sorry I served then. I heard noth- 
ing about any bribery or attempted 
bribery, and I don’t believe any 
of the others did. Certainly I 
wouldn’t risk my reputation and 
my family’s happiness by taking 
money in such a way—not for a 
million dollars.” : 

The third man, on giving bond, 
made a strong assertion that he 
was innocent.

Prosecutor Asks for Punish- 
ment ‘‘Commensurate 
With Offense Charged” 
—Arson Murder. 


A punishment “commensurate 
with the offense charged and 
proved” was asked by As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney John L. 
Sullivan, in his opening address to 
the jury at the second trial of 
Ralph Pierson on a first-degree 
murder charge in Circuit Judge 
Hoffmeister’s court, 

The charge arises out of the burn- 
ing of the Buckingham Hotel An- 
nex, Dec. 5, 1927, with a loss of 
seven lives. Pierson, former part 
owner of the hotel, was convicted 
Jan. 23, 1931, and a death sentence 
imposed by the jury, but the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court set aside the 
conviction on the ground that As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Sullivan, 
conducting the prosecution, had 
made prejudicial remarks. 

The alleged errors on which the 
Supreme Court ruled involved ques- 
tions in Pierson’s cross-examination 
by Sullivan and Sullivan’s subse- 
quent address to the jury. In his 
opening address today Sullivan fol- 
lowed closely the lines of his previ- 
ous opening address. 

Financial Difficulties. 

He stressed the financial difficul- 
ties of the Buckingham Realty Co., 
through which Pierson and Lewis 
E. Balson owned and operated the 
Buckingham Hotel and the Annex, 


boulevard. «He said the testimony 
would show that the east wing of 
the Annex was an antiquated struc- 
ture and that Pierson and Balson 
had sought to have it razed and 
a modern structure erected. 

Against the $1,000,000 property, 
according to Sullivan, there were 
obligations in excess of $800,000. In 
1926 and 1927, he said the testimony

Mitchell replied. “It was furnished 
by the Doherty management for ac- 
count of the securities company. 

“The Doherty management gath- 
ered into its own administrative 
control, even created, through the 
efforts of its sales organization and 
of the special offerigg dealers, a 
large part of the total demand for 
the stock and applied to these mar- 
ket purchases such portion of this 
controlled demand as its adminis- 
trative judgment decided.” 

A further connection could be 
pointed out, Mitchell said, between 
flutuations in the volumes of shares 
purchased by the securities com- 
pany and fluctuations in market 
price. The price declined from 
$515 a share at the close of trad- 
ing April 16 to $44 a share at the 
close of trading April 30, 1927. 

“It will also be observed,” Mitchell 
said, “that the number of shares 
traded on the exchange increased 
from 6200 on April 16 to 44,400 
shares April 30 and the number of 
shares purchased by the securities 
company in the market increased 
from 7242 on April 16 to 25,373 on 
April 30.” 

Mitchell said he had been told by 
company representatives that this 
sharp break in the price had been 
'caused by a “bear raid based on 
rumors of Mr. Doherty’s death,” 
and that in order to sustain the 
market price the management took 
a large part of the shares offered.

the depression. We will rot take securities. Foreign 
fiotations in New York dropped from $1,250,000,000 in 
1928 to zero in 1932. We will not take services. Tour- 
ist travel has fallen off. We have restricted immi- 
gration, and thereby cut immigrant remittances. We 
have subsidized shipping, so that our goods will be 
carried in American bottoms. ! 

Finally, and most important, we will not take 
goods. By increasing our tariff in 1922, in 1930 and 
in 1932, we have closed that door to payment. Not 
only are our debtors unwilling to pay, but we are 
unwilling to receive payment in the only ways in 
which it can be made. | 

Collection is impossible. But cancelation is quite 
as impossible. Our people are suffering from unem- 
ployment, reduced income, loss of savings. The do 
mestic debt burden is heavy, and domestic debtors 
are clamoring for relief. Government deficits are 
accumulating and taxes are mounting. Our people 
rightly regard the war debts as honest obligations 
which are legally binding. 

Many of them do not appreciate the magnitude of 
the obstacles which stand in the way of the transfer. 
They see that our debtors are spending on arma- 
ments sums far greater than they owe to us. They 
resent the suggestion that the cost of this should be 

nat- 
urally, reflect this point of view. ° 

The task which faces President Roosevelt is that of 
reconciling these opposing facts. He must bring the 
solution which is economically -necessary within the 
bounds of political feasibility. He must find a means 
of settlement which approaches cancelation while 
preserving the fiction of collection. He must, that is, 
find an acceptable formula, - 

This will not be the first time that it has been 
necessary to apply a formula to the international ob- 
ligations arising out of the war. The reparations set- 
tlements, fer instance, have provided a series of 
formulas. The Dawes plan gave Germany a loan of 
$00,000,000 marks, a year’s moratorium; it cut her 
annuities by 80 per cent in the first year to 50 per 
cent in the fifth and placed on the Allies the regponsi- 
bility of atcomplishing the transfer. The Young 
plan again cut the annuities and reduced the repa- 
Pations bill from” 33° biflion dollars to 26 billions. 
This figure was again brought down in the Lau- 
sanne settlement to $700,000,000, which is only 2 per 
cent of the original charge. In none of this, however, 
has there been any admission that the debt was in- 
valid; that it was not to be collected. 

In our own debt funding agreements, substantial 
cuts were made; payments were based upon “ca 
pacity to pay.” Interest rates were lowered. Ma- 
turities were extended. The present value of the 
British debt was thus reduced by 20 per cent; of the; 
French by 60 per cent; of the Italian by 75 per cent, 
The $2,500,000,000 which we haye received under 
these agreements was made possible only by the large 
loans which our citizens were making abroad. We 
substituted a larger private debt for a smaller pub- 
Iie one, The payment was, in effect, fictitious. But

In the searth for a practicable formula, several 
possibilities present themselves, 
Qne thing which we might do is to collect only the 


interest already paid, on a 3 per cent basis, would 
cut this figure to $1,500,000,000, an amount which 
might prove to be manageable.

A third method might be to resort again to the 
principle of “capacity to pay.” Whether capacity were

A fourth alternative is presented in the possibil- | 
rity of relating the debt payments to the Lausanne set- 
tliement. Under the terms of this agreement, our debtors 


will receive only $700,000,000 from Germany. We 
might ask them to pay this amount to us, adding to 
it, perhaps, the 3400,000,000 which France owes us 
on the sale of surplus war materials, making a total 
of $1,100,000,000. A lump-sum settlement, arrived at 
by some means, would follow the Lausanne precedent 
and afford us a way out of the dilemma. | 

Whatever the device afopted for reducing pay- 
ments, while still insisting on some payment, it seems 
likely that the sums finally decided upon will be col- 
lected by the flotation of European government bonds 
in our market. This will substitute privately held 
obligations for public ones: Payment will then de- 
pend upon the willingness of American investors to 
absorb the issues. This means, of course, that they 
must be limited in amount and not offered for sale 
until it is clear that the market will take them. 

It is possible that an offer of debt and tariff cuts 
by the United States might persuade Europe to lower 
tariffs, Great Britain to return to gold, but this 
would greatly widen the scope of the negotiations. 
[It would require the settlement of more differences 
than could readily be compromised before the next 
payment falls due on June 15. 

The necessity of discovering a formula which will 
acceptably meet these difficulties will put Mr. Roose 
velt’s statesmanship to a severe test. 

It must be recognized that our bargaining position 
is weak. We confess its weakness in the proposal 
now before Congress to accept silver in payment of 
war debts up to $100,000,000. The issue is not now 
whether we shall collect cancel. It is whether we 
can collect anything at dll by offering a substantial 
reduction to our debtors before they are driven into 
repudiation. Consideration for the promotion of in- 
ternational co-operation and the preservation of 
world peace make of modification an alternative 
which is far preferable to repudiation. 


DENNY ROAD OR LINDBERGH BOULEVARD? 

The St. Louis County Court today will receive a 
petition, signed by more than 1000 citizens, asking 
that the name of Lindbergh. boulevard be altered to 
Denny road, as it was called for about a century 
before the change was made, in mber, 1930. This 
follows similar expressions by the St. Louis Historical 
Society. by residents of Huntleigh Village, located 
on the thoroughfare, and by numerous individuals. 
As it is, the road has two names, for the habit of gen- 
erations still makes it known widely ag Denny road. 

Denny is a historical name in thig area, and it 
is regrettable that it was erased from the local map. 
Samuel J. Denny was among our earliest pioneers; 
he arrived in St. Louis in 1815. Four years later, he 
moved to a log cabin he had built 15 miles west 
of the frontier village, when the county was mostly 
an expanse of forest and prairie. The family still 
lives nearby; retaining much of the original hold- 
ings. Sam Denny gave much of the right-of-way for 
the road, and his son. Andrew Jackson Denny, built 
it. These unusual antecedents in county history as- 
suredly entitle the name to recognition. 

This locality has*the highest regard for Col. Lind- 
bergh, but his associations with the county are 
scanty. Knowing the flyer’s fine modesty, the pub 
lic may be sure he does not glory in having a road 
named for him, nor would he consider it an affront 
to have the traditional name restored, Lindbergh's 
name could approprfately be confer on one of the 
newer thoroughfares. A historical name, intimately 
linked with the story of the county’s development, 
should be preserved, and we trust the court will do so.

A State convention consisting of 15 delegates met 
in Madison, Wis., yesterday and ratified the proposed 
twenty-first amendment to the Censtitution, which 
provides repeal of Federal prohibition. The con- 
vention voted unanimously, the voters of Wisconsin 
having previously chosen an all-repeal delegation by 
a vote of 650,000 to 140,000. 

Wisconsin thus joins hands across the lake with 
Michigan, whose convention voted, 99 to 1, two weeks 
ago to give Michigan the distinction of being the 
first state to ratify. Gratifying as it is to know that 
the repeal amendment is on its swing around the 
states, there is, however, cause for concern over the 
prospect for prompt repeal. 

As was pointed out in an editorial from the Pitts- 
burgh Press, reprinted on this page recently, there 
bas been a slowing down in preparations for repeal. 
Excepting the two states which have ratified, only 22 
states have set up convention machinery. Ratifica- 
tion by 36 states is necessary to effect repeal. 

It is obvious from this that activity must pick up 
if- we are to have the states carrying out promptly 
the unmistakable mandate delivered by the people 
at the polls last November. Since several Legislatures 
have adjourned without providing conventions for 
their states, every effort must be made to push the 
necessary legislation in the Legislatures still in ses- 
sion. 

In this connection, it is particularly interesting to 
note that the convention in New Mexico will congist 
of only three delegates. Three delegates, reasoned 
the Legislature of that State, can express the sentt- 
ment of New Mexico as well as 30 or 300. There is

T is a nice question whether Senator 

Thomas of Oklahoma, who has under- 

taken to expound the inflation bill, or 
Senator Reed of Pennsylvania, who has 
undertaken to oppose it, has less under- 
standing of what it is all about. There 
have been moments in the debate when 
Senator Thomas seemed to have broken the 
record for folly, but Senator Reed has on 
the whole succeeded in running neck and 
neck with him. As for debating the issues, 
these two gentlemen are obviously as in- 
capable of coming to grips as an angry 
whale and an enraged elephant. 

It is too bad. It is a great pity that, in 
a matter of such great consequence, both 
parties are represented by spokesmen who, 
whatever their other virtues, do not know 
what they are talking about. 

Let us begin with Senator Thomas. Ac- 
cording to his notions, the bill which bears 
his name will transfer “200 billion dollars of 
wealth and buying power” from those “who 
own bank deposits and fixed investments, 
bonds and mortgages” to “the debtor class 
of the Republic.” Where the Senator got 
these figures, how he made the calcula- 
tions, is a complete mystery, 

The premise of his argument, which is 
that there are two distinct clagses in the 
Republic, the debtors and the creditors, is 
obviously absurd. For the fact is that it 
would be difficult to find a debtor who is 
not also a creditor. The only class of per- 
sons who are really exceptions are thos¢ 
who are wholly unemployed and totally 
penniless. The debtor farmers do not be- 
long to this class, even those who have no 
insurance and no bank account and insuf- 
ficient money to mieet the mortgage. For 
they still have produce to sell and, in reia- 
tion to the .buyer of their produce, they 
are in a creditor position. 

« — + 

The overwhelming majority of the Ameri- 
can people are both debtors and creditors 
in innumerable different ways. Take, for 
example, the Chicago school teachers who 
cannot collect their pay. They are creditors 
as against the city. Any man with a bank 
deposit, insurance on his life, his house, his 
automobile, is in the creditor position. 
Bankers are both creditors and debtors: 


inextricably entangled with each other. 
Some notion of the real situation may be 

obtained by a case which a lawyer, who is 

a friend of mine, recently described to me. 


pended for paying her rent. This is the 
vicious circle of deflation. 

In seeking to break that circle, the Gov- 
ernment is in all truth acting in the inter- 
‘est of the creditor as well as the debtor. 
For the creditor, though theoretically his 
money will buy more, is actually threat- 
ened as greatly as the debtor, because he is 
threatened with getting no money at all, 
The notion that the creditor class is profit- 
ing by deflation has long since ceased to 
be true. The proof is to be.found in the 
plight of those who own bonds which are 
selling at bankruptcy levels, who own mort- 
gages that are in default, who have bank 
deposits frozen or lost in closed banks. An 
uncontrolled deflation will destroy the 
creditor just as ruthlessly as an uncon- 
trolled inflation on the German model, 


On the other hand, we have 
fact that “as prices rise ... each savings 
bank depositor, each person with money in 
the bank .. . loses money daily by simply 
keeping his money on deposit.” He cried 
out that if this happened many boys and 
girls would “be denied an education” and 
“Marriages will continue to be deferred,” 

Mr. Reed said this Friday on the floor 
of the Senate. That same day he joined 
the Republican leaders in issuing a state- 
ment to the press agreeing to “the recog- 
nized need for an advance in all commodi- 
ty prices.” This puts Mr. Reed in the posi-

E. Byrd as chairman of the Na- 
tional Economy League was sub- 
mitted at a meeting of the league's 
Executive Committee yesterday. 
His reason for resigning, he said, 
was that he had served half a year 
longer than he had agreed to serve 
and that personal affairs which he 
had neglected made it imperative 
that he give less time to the 


league. 

He will continue, however, to 
take an active interest in the or- 
ganization’s work as a member of 


the Advisory Council and of the 
Executive Committee. 

The committee voted to continue 
the work of the league vigorously 
and reaffirmed the purposes edopt- 
ed when the organization was 
founded. ~ 
In accepting Byrd’s Fresignation 
the Executive Committee adopted 
a resolution of thanks to him and 
said that while he was now best 
known as a naval officer and ex- 
plorer, “history will record as his 
greatest public service the work 
which he has done as leader of the 
National Economy League.” 

After summarizing the activities 
of the league during his chairman- 
ship, Byrd said: = 

“At this time public opinion for 
economy in government in the 
state and local communities is 
thoroughly aroused. The pension 
reforms have been promulgated by 
the President. Reorganization of 
the Federal agencies in the _ inter- 
est of efficiency and economy is 
under - way. 
tives in the Federal field have, for 
the time being, been achieved.”
